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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed May 30, 2002 which has been 
entered into the record of file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-14, 16-20, 22-24, 26 and 28-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by the AppUcant Admitted Prior Art (pages 1-5). 

As per claims 1-14, 16-20, 22-24, 26 and 28-35, the Applicant Admitted Prior Art shows a 
computer game system comprising a plurality of player apparatus for the input of user instructions 
and at least one game processing apparatus storing data defining a 3D game environment which 
clearly anticipates the features as now claimed. 



Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments filed May 30, 2002 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Applicant argues in his remark section that the AAPA fails to teach the features as now 
claimed by stating that "Applicant's invention does not provide for an observer to define the viewing 
position, but rather broadcasts defined viev^ng data to a plurality of observers". The examiner 
respectMy with this arguement since the Applicant does not include this limitation in the claims, i.e., 
"not providing the observers to define the viewing position," The AAPA clearly teaches the step of 
broadcasting defined viewing postion to a plurality of observers at page 4, lines 1-6.
